Dear Lynn: 

For reasons that I explained to you last Wednesday, my schedule 
is such over the next two weeks that I shall not have time to 
prepare a comprehensive and detailed prospectus on the medals 
series. But it might serve a useful purpose to set down in a 
very preliminary and tentative way the ideas I now have in mind. 

I think it would be well to plot a general approach to defining 
the content of the medals series within the next few months in 
order that we can take an overall view of the project. Having 
in mind the requirements set forth in the legislation, I have 
tried to develop a general strategy. 

I foresee a series of annual medals thorugh 1976, a special 
medal in 1976, and additional medals (optional) through 1789, 
for a total of twelve medals. 

Each medal would have three essential content elements. 

(1) The recognition of a distinguished figure of the Revolutionary 
era. (2) The identification of an event occurring in the 
particular anniversary year. (3) A brief statement of an 
especially significant idea associated with the period. 

Let me illustrate by considering an appropriate medal for 
1973. The most important development in 1773, with respect 
to the Revolutionary movement, was the organization of the 
network of Committees of Correspondence. The Committees gave 
a definite structure to the movement, facilitated inter-colonial 
coopereition, and led to the calling of the First Continental 
Congress in 1774.

The first local committee was formed by the town of Boston on 
November 2 , 1772, chiefly at the instigation of Sara Adams. 

Then in March, 1773, the Virginia House of Burgess issued 
a call for each colony to create a committee of Correspondence. 
Patrick Henry was one of the prime movers of this action. One 
of the main rallying cries of this period was "No taxation 
without representation." 

Thus, a medal for 1973 could feature on the obverse the two 
leading figures of 1776, Sam Adams and Patrick Henry. On the 
reverse could be the inscription around the circumference of 
the medal, "Committees of Correspondence, 1772-1774." And as 
the text for this side, we might use "No taxation without 
representation." It is possible that some symbol of graving 
inter-colonial cooperation, either abstract or realistic, 
could also be added. I think that a very appropriate medal 
could be designed using the three-fold approach that I have 
projected. 


Let me outline v ery tentatively how the rest of the series 
might run. 

1774 - Certainly the main event here was the meeting of the 
First continental Congress. For the leading figure, John 
Adams is probably the best possibility. As a possible text, 
we could use "...for the recovery of their just rights of 
liberties..." This is taken from the credentials of the 
Massachusetts delegates and aptly summarizes the thinking 
of the time and the purpose of the meeting. 

1775 - Here the event could be the Battles of Lexington and 
Concord. The central figure might be Paul Revere, and the 
legend could be from the "Declaration of the Causes and 
Necessity of Taking up Arms." 

1976 - Obviously this must feature Thomas Jefferson, the 
Declaration of Independence, and the legend "...inalienable 
rights... life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness." 

1976 - (Special) There could also be a special medal, the 
Bicentennial Medal, which would not focus on any event or 
individual but which would somehow seek to represent all the 
people of America in their two-hundred years of common experience.

1989 - The inauguration of the new Federal government and

With each of these, of course, v.’ould go an appropriate "idea 
in the form of a brief legend. 

I regret that this has to be so brief and sketchy at this 
time, but it will perhaps give you and your staff something 
to mull over. Because I have had so little time to devote 
to this problem really only a few hours, I do not want the 
specific content elements to be regarded as firm. What I am 
most interested in is how the feasibility of the general 
strategy will be regarded.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: 5-Year Plan for Subject Matter for Both Obverse 
and Reverse for Commemorative Medals • 

Attached you will find a copy of a recent letter from Dr. McCormick in 
which he makes some very important comments regarding the annual 
commemorative medals in terms or programmatic content. I think Dr. 
McCormick has developed a most, appropriate approach and that we should 
proceed with the proper people in fleshing it out further. The second 
attachment is a proposed 5-year plan worked out in conjunction with 
the U.S. Mint in terms of production capacity and types of metals, 
i.e., silver, bronze, and gold. 

As a result of the 5-year plan proposal to have silver medals in 1973, 

I have acquired figures as to what the cost differential is for purchase 
of metal for bronze as opposed to a silver metal. These figures are 
important inasmuch as OMB expects front money for the 1973 medals to 
be set aside from the revenues raised from the sale of the 1972 PNC. 
Following are figures received from the U.S. Mint on costs for metals 
per 1000 blanks: 


Bronze - $38 

Silver - 900 fine @ $1.88 per ounce = $1,690 
400 fine @ $1.88 per ounce = $ 975 

The Mint has suggested that for Bicentennial commemorative medals in 
silver that 900 fine would be the appropriate composition. In addition 
to these costs for metal blanks, to prepare a silver commemorative has 
other inherent costs in that a silver metal would be of proof quality 
which means it would be multi-struck (rather than single struck as with 
the bronze medal) and therefore would result in more expenditures for 
handling, personnel, etc. 


In addition to the above the U.S. Mint has given us some figures 
regarding storage of 190,000 to 200,000 PNC's which would take approxi¬ 
mately 2,000 square feet of storage space to accommodate approximately 
125 skids stacked ten boxes high. ^-—7 //

Dear Margo: 

In anticipation of either a meeting of the Coins and -Medals Advisory 
Panel or, most likely, the mailing of materials to its membership, I 
am sending the enclosed materials along for your perusal. 

1. A memorandum of mine which addresses itself to two or three 
disparate points. 

2. A letter from Dr. McCormick that illustrates a recommended 
approach to the historic content of our commemorative medal series 
which I have summarized in a one-page memorandum attached to his letter. 

3. A matrix which spells out a proposed 5-year'plan for the pedals 
in terms of metal composition, estimated medal production capability 
(figure supplied by the U.S. Mint), etc. 

My desire is to prepare the 5-year plan, furnish it to the U.S. Mint so 
that administration, management, and production of the Medals Program 
can move ahead as smoothly as possible and do away with as many last 
minute crisis decisions as we can. 

Let me attempt to lay out, as briefly as possible, some additional 
dimensions of the Medals Program as viewed from here and request your 
comments. 

1. A bronze medal annually, 1972-1976, which would be undated 
(as was the case this year) in the PNC, with a date on the single 
medal. (The rationale being that the medals, as part of the_PNC are 
dated, in fact, by the postmark on the First-Day Cover.) This would 
have a tendency, hopefully, to assure that the medal, the First-Day 
Cover, and the stamp, together, comprise a total package; the single 
medal appealing more to the numismatists would be dated and, hopefully,

more valuable to collectors, although our target is still the broad 
range of the American public as spelled out in our legislation. 

2. A silver medal annually, 1973-1976, which would be of the 
same design as the bronze, but would not be included as part of the 
PNC; only as a single proof commemorative medal, sold in the unique 
package. 

3. That in 1976 there might be a gold commemorative medal, 
composition undetermined, which could be the concluding medal in the 
series. Being relatively new to this field of interest, it would 
appear to me that by 1976 the interest in the series would have grown 
to such a point that it might be inappropriate to have a gold, 
commemorative medal, as it would seem to me that this would affect 
the Mint's production capability. (I would expect that the Mint could 
not produce as many gold commemorative medals as they might silver or 
bronze.) 

4. You will note from Dr. McCormick's letter, which I concur 
with, that there be a commemorative medal in 1976 which would not be 
a part of the series; that is, it would be a special commemorative 
medal produced and released in 1976. Again being unfamiliar of the 
field, it seems to me this may or may not be appropriate depending on 
whether or not there was a 1976 coin produced for distribution by the 
U.S. Mint, limited and dated 1976. 

5. If the 5-year plan, as presented, is approved by the Commission 
with any constructive comments from the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel, 
there is one other area in which some guidance is required; that is, the 
design of each medal. I have discussed this at some length with 

Mr. Gasparro and have made a suggestion to him which he thought acceptable 
My suggestion was that with four more medals to be done as part of this 
series, perhaps we might break away from numismatic designers totally, 
as a way of possibly broadening interest in the series. 

My proposal is that the ARBC with professional assistance, of 
course, would choose a leading photographer to capture the design for 
the 1973 commemorative medal; a leading illustrator for the 1974 medal; 
a leading sculptor for the 1975 medal; and a leading graphics designer 
for the 1976 medal. It is important to point out that these artistic 
disciplines are only illustrative; my attempt is to spread interest 
across the various artistic fields and also to attempt to create as 
much innovation in the design as possible. At any rate, each of the 
four would be given explicit instructions in terms of the historical 
content as laid out in the enclosed one-page table. They would design 
both the obverse and reverse of the medal in whatever way they thought 
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appropriate. These designs would then be turned over to Mr. Gasparro 
so that he could insure their acceptability to the medium being worked 
with, i.e., bronze, silver, and be sure that such designs are, numis- 
matically speaking, acceptable. 

Again let me state that this is only a suggested way in which we go 
from historical content to finished design. I would hope whatever 
way is undertaken it would lend itself to getting a quality job done, 
and soon, so that the whole 5-year program can be wrapped up and that 
we create as much freedom as possible in meeting public demands. 

I hope the above makes sense. I will call you midweek.

Observations on your October 26 letter concerning 
the ARBC medals program dimensions: 

1. Your letter reflects a finality in the five-year 
program although the law provides for 13 medals through 1983. 

The Coins and Medals Advisory Panel ought to be advised as to why 
and when just the five-year program is being considered at this 
time, as you explained it to me. Eric Newman and- I believe Post- 
’76 pieces would be "dead horses." 

The 1972 PNC was very, very poor. Please, could the 
panel have a strong hand in the design with the 1973 issue? There 
surely is enough lead time. Even the crude prototypes the panel 
inspected at its meetings were better! 

If the Bureau of Engraving and Printing co'uld do the 
cover (envelope) it would greatly enhancathe quality and collector 
value. 


Can there be closer coordination with philatelic people 
despite their lesser enthusiasm for the piece? 

What is the Mint's position on the three-inch bronze 
"list" medal? Does it plan to issue three-inch ARBC medals—it 
probably is obliged to do so since our pieces are "national" medals 

Would the Mint wait until ARBC has issued its annual 
traditional issues, and then offer the three-inch bronze each year 
through normal Mint medal distribution channels? 

Would this eliminate any competitive factor?

Eric Newman has some thoughts that the Mint series 
might weaken ARBC program. You will want to get his theory here. 

It is my opinion the small bronze medal is ideal for the public, 
the children, and the larger three-inch piece, with its deep 
strike, would be primarily traditional for the numismatic market. 

Would ARBC receive any revenue from the three-inch 
medal sale? I think not. 

2. Bravo on the .500 fine Proof silver medal. But a 
1972 retroactive silver piece is a must! Collectors would howl to 
high Heaven at an incomplete set. Eric tossed around the idea that 
the silver pieces might be thinner. . . or less than .900 fine. 

3. The idea of a gold medal is intriguing, perhaps for 
presentation and museum pieces in 1976, but never at the risk of 
endangering chances for a meaningful gold coin! I am confident the 
gold picture will change by then, but right now such a medal would 
be illegal to produce and hold in quantity. Eric did not like the 
idea of a poor man’s version of a gold medal (goldine, gold-washed, 
etc.) Don’t overlook platinum. Most important medals in the world 
are struck in these two precious metals in minute quantity for the 
national collections, although Eric is impatient at the thought of 
platinum. 


Has the national numismatic collection at the Smithsonian 
formally received a set of the 1972 issues? This would be good copy 
for Duke Zeller. .How about the American Numismatic Association and 
American Numismatic Society museums--the top two in the nation? 

The 1976 medal ought to be something very, very special. 


5. Drawing in a photographer, illustrator, graphics 
designer for a medal design in 1973, 1974 and 1975 would bring a 
freshness to the medallic concept. Sometimes I believe our medallic 
art m this country is stagnant. This could be the breakthrough.

Your letter dated November 1, 1972 is at hand asking for comment¬ 
ary as to additional members for the ARBC Coins and Medals Advisory Panel. 
This was suggested by George Lang's letter to you dated October 17, 1972. 

I agree that representation of as many points of view as practical is a 
sound goal. 


The matter of additional members has been informally discussed 
in the past. There was a recent suggestion for two more members, one to 
represent minority groups and one to represent young people. It was pointed 
out that there was already adequate representation for the medallic field. 

It was felt that substantial increases in membership might make the panel 
too cumbersome. 

I presume that George Lang, as our present chairman, must have 
evidence of need for broadening of representation and I would like to know that 
background. 


I hope that any new members selected will not have a possible con¬ 
flict of interest with ARBC by virtue of their vocations, since the existing 
members are remarkably free of that problem. The present panel all seem 
to respect each other's abilities even though their views may differ. A 
broad geographical distribution should also be retained. Consideration 
should be given to the existing high cost of each panel meeting which would 
be further escalated by every new member added. 

I also wish to point out that the contemplated period of the panel's 
operations will give rise to vacancies by virtue of health, absenteeism,and 
other factors and therefore we should be prepared with replacements. These 
replacements will give us the opportunity to refine membership participation 
from time to time.

Although we are certain he has good reasons for his suggestions, 
for the first time we must disagree, in part, with our good friend, 
George Lang. The reasons: 

1. The Coins and Medals advisory panel, strong and well-balanced 
in its present form, constitutes a workable number of experts, capable 
of continuing to draft plans for numismatic observance of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial. 

We have already suggested addition of two more people—a young 
coin-medal oriented person and a minority executive (see our October 
13 letter to Eric Newman-copy enclosed). 

We would remind you that there will be a new president of 
the American Numismatic Association, world’s largest coin collector 
organization, in August 1973. 

Herbert M. Bergen, Fullerton, California, ANA president from 
1969-71, charter member of the panel, remains on it because of his 
outstanding merits. 

John Jay Pittman, Rochester, N.Y., was added in 1971 when he 
became ANA president. 

The new president will undoubtedly be Mrs. John H. Culver, 
Thiensville, Wisconsin. She would automatically receive a seat on 
the panel. 

There will be one more ANA presidency change in 1975. So you 
see, two more highly aware, talented people will be coming aboard 
from the numismatic fraternity if we follow precedent. 

We question feasibility and efficiency of adding more people 
at this time. However, we feel it is important to hold a discussion 
of the names George Lang proposed--by phone or ahead of the next 
Coins-Medais Advisory panel meeting, for reasons other than their 
appointments.

I spoke with Leonor Sullivan, today, because she was in St.Louis 
for the holidays. She told me that she had a meeting with Mary Brooks and 
that the two of them had decided that the most practical way to celebrate 
the Bicentennial in coinage was to put reverses on the 50c and $1 coins 
and to date the obverse 1776-1976. She said that they would run these coins 
for about two years in that form so as to avoid hoarding. She said that the 
reverses would be designed by the Mint engravers. She told me that Mary 
Brooks was studying the design of old coins with respect to the possibility 
of re-using some of those designs. 

I told her that I felt that a National competition for the designs 
might be desirable and from that competition the engravers could create the 
actual dies. She said she did not want to run up costs because the Mint 
employes were already on the payroll. I told her that a meeting or two of 
the Coins and Medals Panel cost the government as much as would have to be 
paid for design competition. She said that the Congress was astounded at 
the expenditures of the ARBC but agreed that a competition might be desirable. 
I asked her if the reverse designs would be continued at the end of the bi¬ 
centennial period and she said that would be natural. 

I then proposed the 50c paper note and pointed out that it could 
be sold at a premium of perhaps $1 or $1.25 and that a true message could be 
put on such paper money. I explained that they would not circulate and that 
there could be several designs which would truly reinforce patriotic messages 
because there would be enough room on which to present an effective series 
of designs and legends. She asked if there would be any change in the regular 
paper money and I said that it could remain as is because the 50£ notes would 
not circulate. I also mentioned that the Secret Service should have no 
objection to the 50<? notes of the smaller size. 

She told me that Mary Brooks was going to talk to Representative 
Patman, shortly, and that this would be accomplished before our January 12, 
1973 meeting. I asked her whether I should speak to Mary Brooks and she 
said - by all means. I asked her if Mary Brooks would talk to Jim Conlon 
and she said that she felt that Mary Brooks would be glad to do that. 

Mrs. Sullivan already knew that I was appointed as Chairman of the 
Coins and Medals Panel. She told me she would be delighted to do everything 
necessary to get enabling acts through Congress once the program had been 
agreed upon. I told her I would keep her advised and she indicated I might 
talk to her at any time about the matter.

NOTE ON THE COMMEMORATIONS AND CONVOCATIONS PANEL 


The Commemorations and Convocations Advisory Panel, at its meeting on 
November 29, 1972, expressed disappointment in the way the Bicentennial 
is being commemorated on U.S. postage stamps. While acknowledging their 
own limitations on the subject, they felt strongly that more than one or 
two Bicentennial stamps should be issued each year and that more histori¬ 
cal events of the corresponding year 200 years ago should be commemorated 
on stamps between 1973 and 1976. 

The staff pointed out the many historical stamp issues with American 
Revolutionary themes and the Bicentennial plans for annual commemorative 
and PNC stamps and for 22 commemorative stamps in 1976. The Panel members 
responded that past issues are not visible to non-philatelists, that the 
need is for more coramemoratives for current public use and that prominent 
events and personalities of the years prior to 1976 are as important both 
historically and from the standpoint of public exposure as those of 1976. 

Furthermore, the panelists feel that public use of the 1971 logo stamp is 
not sufficient in comparison with others such as the 8c Eisenhower and 
Stars and Stripes over the White House. The members recommend that the 
logo stamps be sold more vigorously by the USPS, that it be sold in vending 
machines and that more useful rolls of 500 be available in addition to 50 
stamp sheets. The members also recommend that postal meters (of the Pitney 
Bows type) be modified to incorporate the ARBC logo. 

The Panel resolved to invite representatives of the Philatelic Advisory 
Panel and the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel to its meetings in order to 
coordinate both fields with the commemorative themes of the Heritage ’76 

area. 

The Commemorations and Convocations Panel has approved the attached outline 
which proposes the major figure, event and idea for commemorative medals 
through 1976.

SUBJECT: Proposed ARBC Philatelic Awards Program 



The Philatelic Advisory Panel has unanimously recommended the establishment 
of an ARBC Awards Program which would provide for the creation and 
presentation of ARBC trophies and certificates at stamp shows and exhibitions, 
in recognition of excellence in display competition categories thematically 
related to the Bicentennial. Trophies would be awarded to winners at major 
national and international events, and certificates to winners in smaller, 
local and regional shows. Organizations sponsoring display competitions in 
the " American^" or Bicentennial category would receive the ARBC Certificate 
of Appreciation which has already been established,but has not been presented 
pending finalization of award criteria. 

The Panel proposes that the Heritage Committee recommend to the Executive 
Committee and the Commission the formal establishment of the ARBC Philatelic 
Awards Program by resolution which would empower the Director, in cooperation 
with the Heritage Committee and its Philatelic Panel, to establish criteria 
specifying the size and composition of shows to receive each type of award 
(trophy or certificate), and standards of quality and thematic emphasis for 
the use of judges in choosing winning exhibits for ARBC awards. The Director 
would be empowered subsequently to apply those criteria in making awards 
available to stamp shows. 

Staff analysis: The Philatelic Awards proposal is fully in accord with the 
objectives of mobilizing the national philatelic community in observing the 
heritage of the American Revolution. The Philatelic Panel has been most 
active both in recommending Bicentennial commemorative stamps and in pro¬ 
moting and assisting local stamp clubs in their efforts toward extending 
Bicentennial Awareness through public exhibits. The proposed awards program 
is at once an extension of ARBC visibility at the national level and an 
•additional incentive to philatelists at all levels to increase the quality 
. and quantity of Bicentennial involvement in this most important aspect of 
their activities. The program is further fully in accord with existing 
legislation, specifically Section 8, paragraph 2 of Public Law 89-491, which 
empowers the Commission to make awards. 
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We estimate that approximately 20 national shows will be eligible annually 
to present ARBC award trophies. The approximately 20 annual trophies 
proposed are small wooden plaques with engraved brass plates bearing a 
message of presentation, such as the following: 


"ARBC Philatelic Award, presented to _ by the American 

Revolution Bicentennial Commission in recognition of excellence 
in the commemoration of the Bicentennial through philately at 
the _ stamp show (place and date)." 


The total cost of each trophy would be approximately $20. No estimate 
of the number of regional and local shows which would receive the certi¬ 
ficate of award is available at this time, but the cost of both certificates 
of awards and appreciation is less than one dollar each. 

We are requesting a concensus of the Heritage Committee by mail on the 
desirability of the proposed awards program prior to submitting it to 
the next meeting of the Executive Committee. If you disapprove of the 
submission, please notify us prior to Monday, January 15, 1973, in order 
to assist the staff in completing the preparations of the Executive 
Committee agenda.

Following your suggestion made in our telephone conversation yester¬ 
day lam writing you for your assistance in my work as the new chairman of the 
Coins and Medals Panel of the American Revolutionary Bicentennial Commission. 

Our work is to arrange a significant program of coins and medals for the celebra¬ 
tion.The Director of the U.S.Mint and the Director of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing are members along with a group of dedicated volunteers. As a hobby 
I do research,writing and collecting in the numismatic field on a non-commercial 
basis.Under authority of a Federal statute we have begun our medals program. 

Ralph Menconi,a medallic artist and a member of our Panel, designed 
the medal of the ARBC for 1972,bearing the bust of Washington,the Liberty Tree, 
etc. Although he did his work without charge the U.S.Mint is in a position to 
compensate others for such work.The Mint was very successful in the distribution 
of the 1972 medal, selling 1,300,000. The proceeds in excess of cost went to the 
U.S.Treasury for celebration expenses. Menconi died suddenly late last year as 
he was planning to recommend artists for the 1973 medal. The medal series will 
continue annually until 1976. We have an art and design committee which I am 
reorganizing now. We are presently faced with a prompt need for an historical 
design by the beginning of March.The U.S.Mint engravers will cut the «ies and 
we can furnish historical material to anyone who creates the design. We want 
artists who work in various media to participate in the series rather than 
limiting it to medallic artists. 

The medals for 1973 are to be struck in bronze and in sterling 
at the Philadelphia U.S. Mint and will have a diameter of 1% inches. Can you 
help guide us in the selection of a truly talented artist for the work. If you 
would do a design for this or a subsequent year I know our panel would be 
delighted.

Other difficulties in the 50<£ note proposal are the fact that their distri¬ 
bution would depend upon the cooperation of banks as distribution points, 
that all official currency is legal tender until withdrawn, and that a 
premium charge might be necessary on sales to the public to prevent 
excessive circulation following initial hoarding of the 50<£ notes.

Mr. Pittman expressed his scepticism that the U.S. is incapable of printing 
Bicentennial currency at least in the one or two dollar bill category. 

Coni on expressed his opposition to tempering with existing denominations 
but was in favor of a two dollar bill with a Bicentennial rnotif.

Dr. Carroll observed that the nation is definitely moving toward the 
Bicentennial spirit, and that we can expect support from the President, 0MB 
and especially the Congress, which is feeling public pressure in favor of 
Bicentennial currency such as the two dollar'bill.

cooperation, and led to the calling of the First Continental 
Congress in 1774. 
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The first local committee was formed by the town of: Boston on 
November 2, 1772, chiefly at the instigation of Sara Adams. 

Then in March, 1773, the Virginia House of Burgess issued 
a call for each colony to create a committee of Correspondence. 
Patrick Henr^ was one of the prime movers of this action. One 
of the main rallying cries of this period was "No taxation 
without representation."

Washington, D.C.--The Coins and Medals Advisory Panel of the ARBC at its 
first quarterly meeting of 1973 recommended to the Commission the insti¬ 
tution of a new series of annual silver medals. 

Mr, Eric Newman of St. Louis, Mo. recently appointed Chairman cf the 
Panel by Mr. James Biddle, Chairman of the ARBC Heritage '76 Committee 
presided at the meeting held on January 12 at ARBC headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. 

The recommended new series of annual silver medals, would be identical 
in design to the bronze ccmnemoratives. The Panel specified that the new 
medals should be sterling silver of .925 fineness, of mat finish, and 
mounted in a special sealed presentation case. The quantity of silver 
commemoratives to be produced would be limited according to the production 
and packaging capacity of the U.S. Mint, estimated not to exceed 600,000 
units. 

The Panel gave detailed consideration to the format of the 1S73 commemor¬ 
ative medal, and referred final disposition of the Panel's recommendations 
to its Design Committee.

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The continuation of the current annual series of bronze medals 
commemorating the American Revolution Bicentennial was also recom¬ 
mended by the Panel. The dated bronze medals are sold to the public 
individually and the undated bronze medals are sold in Philatelic- 
Numismatic Combinations (“PNC's") featuring the Bicentennial medal 
mounted in an envelope bearing the Bicentennial commemorative stamps, 
postmarked at historic locations. 

Other actions by the Panel include a resolution congratulating private 
mints for their contributions to the Bicentennial, and recommending that 
ARBC publications bring public attention to those efforts. Recommendations 
approved by the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel will now be forwarded 
to the ARBC Heritage '76 Coirmittee for approval and then on to the 
full Commission. 

A special memorial resolution was passed in honor of the late Ralph J. 
Menconi, distinguished American medalist and panel member who designed 
the 1972 ARBC medal. The Panel express its gratitude for the selfless 
dedication Mr. Menconi gave to the Bicentennial, and its sense of loss of 
a great colleague and friend.

The All Seeing Eye 
inside the radiant triangle at the top of the Pyramid emphasizes the importance of putting the spiritual welfare 
of our country above the material things; it also indicates Education and Freedom of Knowledge; Benjamin 
Franklin was the one who suggested this Eye of Providence. Note the Pyramid has 13.steps or blocks of Rock, 
meaning that there were .13 original States that belonged to the Union. The words in Latin at the top of the 
inside circle spell Annuit Coeptis in 13 letters, meaning in English, God has favored our enterprise. The Roman 
Numbers MDCCLXXVI at the base of the Pyramid add up to 1776 , signifying the beginning of the United States 
as an Independent Nation, so the Pyramid actually stands for Strength and Endurance. Many of the words and 
symbols are in "thirteens" because of the original 13 States. The three words in Latin Novus Ordo Seclorum at 
the bottom of the inside circle, directly under the Pyramid, mean in English "The New Order of the Ages", 
signifying that the new Republic introduced a new age in the life and freedom of the people of the world and 
ushered in an era in which the people themselves could exercise their God given rights to self-government. 

THE AMERICAN BALD EAQL E within the Symbol circle represents the other half of the Great Seal. It first 
became our National Emblem in 1782 when it was chosen as a symbol of strength and victory. Above the Eagle's 
Head you will see a ring of light with 13 Stars in the back-ground. In the beak of the Eagle is the wording in 
Latin "E Pluribus Unum" meaning one out of many. The shield on the breast of the Eagle represents Congress. 
The 13 Stripes of the shield represents the first idea of a United States and the stripes in our flag. One Claw of 
the Eagle is holding an Olive branch with 13 leaves and seeds on it which represents Peace; the other Claw is 
holding 13 arrows of the American Indian origin symbolizing war. Note the Eagle is always looking towards the 
Olive leaves, indicating a desire for Peace. 

IN GOD WE TRUST can be noted between the two Symbol Circles and directly above the word ONE. 
This is our country's National Motto and is now being used on all U.S. Currency as approved by the 84th 
Congress, July 11, 1955.

For more than 25 years I have been interested in Numismatics and have submitted to the 
Treasury Deot., the AR3C in Washington, D.C., as well as President Richard Nixon a 
suggestion for a 3icentennial $1 Federal Reserve Note to explain the Great Seal of the 
United States as shown on our current $1 Note. 3y far the very vast majority do not under¬ 
stand the Latin expressions as well as other pertinent facts used within the two encircled 
symools that represent the Great Seal of the United States. Cur upcoming dicentennial 
would certainly be a most appropriate time to explain as well as publicize this momentous 
occasion as the very basic principals upon which our Country was founded are exolained 
within the Great Seal. 

Eric, I am well aware of the fact that the Committee has already endorsed a 50^ fractional 
currency piece and a $2 3icentennial Note. Tne 50^ bill could oe a souvenir issue but let 
us face reality should the #2 item return. The public I feel certain and the merchants 
would again remove the $2 bill for lack of use as it did before. It would provide cash 
register complications and clerical bef'uddlements and very few people would desire to have 
in their billfold a $2 bill. The entire public would have to be re-educated to its use in 
a distracting manner.

- Very 
seldom as counterfeits are mostly $20 & $1C, therefore the 4 1 Note would be the most 
practical if changes are to be made.

I am -writing to you not because you are the Co-Publisher of Linn"s Stamp News, but 
rather that you are a member of the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission, Philatelic 
Advisory Panel, in hopes that you might bring our story up to some of the other members 
of the panel. 

As you may or may not remember I called you on the phone several days ago asking who 
I should contact in reguards to obtaining permission to use the Bicentennial logo as 
a cachet on ©ur envelope for our upcoming stamp show and you gave me the name of Mr. 

James Biddle or Dexter Dickinson in Washington, who you said could help us with this 
problem as well as give us ideas for our stamp show. Well I had been this route before 
calling the Bicentennial headquarters on my own several weeks before I talked to you. At 
that time I was transfered and pushed from one person to the other until I finally gave up. 

No information was obtained, but I thought this time would be different since I had one or 
two names to go to.

At this point I 
thanked him and hung up as I could not stand much more of the great enthuseasum he had showed.

REPORT TO MEMBERS OF CURRENCY COMMITTEE 
ARBU ADVISORY PANEL FOR COINS AND MEDALS 


Following the meeting of the Advisory Panel for Coins and Medals 
in Washington, D. C, on January 12th, 1973 it was my privilege, as 
chairman of the Currency Committee, to meet with James A. Conlon, 
Director of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) in Washington 
on January l?th. The purpose of this meeting was to discuss more 
fully the various proposals placed before the panel from time to time 
for issuance of currency to commemorate the bicentennial. 


Inasmuch as Mr. Conlon had expressed his views generally^on the 
subject of currency issues at the panel meeting it was opportune to 
concentrate the discussion on those proposals that we agreed to have 
the best chance for gaining approval of the ARBC and which would most 
]IVelv meet with the least opposition and delay in implementation by 
government agencies directly concerned with new currency Issues. 

As all those present at the panel meeting will recall, Mr. Conlon 
would oppose any new currency issues that will tamper or fool with 
the oresent currency issues, particularly insofar as security will be 
a Thepefopo it has "to Ids &ssufn8d thst a.nv mfirk6& changes In 

the currency now in use will not be favored by BEP. So^ there was no 
use in taking time to talk about proposals that would thus be pre¬ 
cluded from gaining government approval. Thus the discussion was 
narrowed down to two proposals, a new Two ($2) Dollar Note, and a 
souvenir Half ($|-) Dollar fractional currency issue. 


Confirming his remarks to the panel, Mr. Conlon again stressed 
that it is his belief that the aiost feasible proposal for a bicentennial 
commemorative purrency issue is a Two Dollar bill first Issued and 
distributed in 1976. Such an issue would have the greatest assurance 
of favorable acceptance by all agencies involved with production and 
distribution. This note will afford the opportunity for showing a 
vigpette or design with a bicentennial theme, possibly following the 
suggestion made by Margo Russell at the panel meeting in which she 
pointed out that the Treasury already has engraved vignettes of the 
Signing of The Declaration of Independence, and of Valley *orge tnat 
could be used. Mr. Conlon gave assurance that these could be used as 
a design without risking any lowering of the currency security that 
now prevails. 


It may be worth mentioning that the figure two on a commemorative 
note could have a catching connotation to the term bicentennial which 
means the second centennial period. A catchword for this Dill would 
help to call attention to its commemorative significance.

T i- ! currency committee of the panel should nou undertake oo i e— 
commend design particulars. It can only assume that whatever design 
■is selected it will reflect the historical immage of the American 
Revolution. It would, however be proper for the design committee of 
•}p-,p can el to present ideas and guide lines for the design. The actual 
work of creating a suitable design should be left to BEP. 

The proposal for a. Half(Dollar fractional currency issue which 
y. P3 recommended earlier by the panel was the subject of a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion with Mr. Conlon. Since he had made it clear to the panel at 
its meeting that it would be very difficult and almost impossible to 
obtain approval for such an issue as legal tender from the Federal 
Re«°rve Board it was concluded that any proposal to issue it as legal 
tender would not be feasible, but it was considered very possible that, 
as panel chairman, Eric Newman, suggested,at the panel meeting, such a 
fractional note could be issued as a souvenir of the bicentennial. 


Although Mr. Conlon favors such a souvenir fractional note, he 
said*that he cannot be sure that BEP can do the printing unless present 
budret restrictions are relaxed in time to give enough lead time for 
producing the souvenir note as a 1976 issue. However, he suggested an 
alternative in that the printing could be d.one by a private concern 
like the American Bank Note Company. He was fairly sure that BEP 
could help with the design work. 

Production costs would be covered by returns from the sale of 
the souvenir note, like was done for the 1972 medal. The surplus 
that ARBC now has on hand from the sale of this medal wouia act as 
a guarantee for payment of the souvenir costs. 

The price at which the souvenir should be sold can be held for 
later determination when costs can be estimated more accurately. 

It was agreed that the price must be held as low as possible, allowing 
for repayment of costs and a reasonable profit to ARBC for other bi¬ 
centennial activities. In any event the price should be well below 
the sale price of the 1972 bronze medal. This will Insure the widest 
possible distribution among the people.

The design of the souvenir Half Dollar fractional note should he 
mopV ed on by the design comm! ttee of the panel. When It wn . first 
proposed it \-w b suggested that the design could follow closely the 
design on the 1776 Half Dollar Continental Currency note. 

It was Mr. Conlon*s opinion that distribution of the souvenir note 
will pose the most difficult problems of such an issue. He suggested 
that th.> Postal Service would be the best agency to ilandlc the sale 

' ;istrlbutlon. It jooperated with ARBC for the PNC program, but this 
>oi ■ ■ stamps. Banks may also be enlisted since they helped 

with the sale cf the Carson City silver dollars. The distribution phase 
of a souvenir issue will require more study and attention. 

7be foregoing is a resume of the discussion with Kr. Conlon. It is 
trusted that you will find it detailed and clear enough to allow for a 
meeting of mindsso that a final report can be made to the panel regarding 
the proposals that were discussed/ It is requested that any questions or 
suggestions for change and correction be made to me without delayso that 
the committee report can be in the hands of Eric Newman by March 1st. If 
no reply is received by me by February 20th it will be assumed that this 
resume is approved as Is,

Today’s mail carried a copy of John Pittman's letter to you /Jvl 
relating to your report on ARBC paper money possibilities. 

It reminded mo that I had not responded to the report as 
requested, which 1 want to do now even though your indicated 
deadline of February 20 has passed. 


Although I have reservations in a few areas, your basic report 
met with my approval. However, I do want to record my differences 
for the record. 


While I liked the point you brought out about the ’’catchword” 
significance of relying on a $2 note for bicentennial commem¬ 
oration, I am concerned that by virtue of its admitted status 
as an ’’experimental” or ’’pilot issue,” such an offering would 
not meet the primary objective which I see for monetary 
commemoration of our nation's 200th anniversary. That objective 
is to provide coin and/or currency issues which will readily 
circulate and carry the message of the bicentennial to the 
hands of every American. 

Reliance on a $2 note issue, which would certainly be nice to 
have and beneficial to the effort, simply would not take us 
down the most meaningful road and be possessed of the broadest 
possible reach. 

While I understand the position which Jim Gonlon has assumed 
with respect to changing the design of an existing note issue, 

I simply do not believe that they are of such great validity 
to negate the adoption of a bicentennial $1 note issue. I do 
believe this question deserves exploration in greater depth. 

I even recall Jim having noted at one point, it seems that it 
was during one of our sessions, that just because his position 
is in opposition to any change in the design of the $1 note 
does not mean that change should not be sought and . . . more 
importantly . . . could not be realized. 

The problem, as 1 see it, is that interest must be generated 
up through the higher levels of the lethargic ARBC to the 
administration officials responsible for overall implementation 
of the national bicentennial observance. Unfortunately, at this 
point, Seriously question if there is any real interest up that 
line.

Regardless of rather we are talking of a $1 or a $2 note issue 
for the bicentennial, it is my recollection from our January 
meeting that Hr. Conlon suggested that it might be appropriate 
for our committee or the APBC itself to get in contact with 
the two men most responsible for implementation of anything 
which might materialize: Federal Reserve Board chairman Arthur 
Burns and Secretary of the Treasury George Shultz. I believe 
the possibilities in these areas should be pursued. 

In fact, as I had indicated at that time, I believe that to 
effectively work further on this questions we should have as 
a reference point copies of the actual transcript of that 
portion of our January session which was concerned with the 
paper money possibilities. I do not feel the "action minutes’* 
are sufficient.** 

I am in favor of the half dollar fractional currency suggestion. 
Obviously, it is not practical to seek such an issue in the 
the form of a Federal Reserve Note obligation, but if such an 
item is also not to be sought as a legal Tender issue, it will 
not be currency. However, even a souvenir sheet in this form 
would be a good bonus to the bicentennial celebration. 

Perhaps I seem a bit hard-headed in my positions on questions 
of numismatic commemoration of the bicentennial of the American 
Revolution, but I just can not imagine that it is not possible 
to depart from the straight and narrow of the past in providing 
some meaningful coin and currency issues which are truly 
reflective of the stature of the event at hand. It is certainly 
an unfortunate parallel if a nation which can come up with the 
talent and money to put men on the surface of the moon can not 
find the resources to cope with the requirements for carrying 
forth such a task. 

I regret that these observations are late, but I have been out 
of town or otherwise occupied most of the past month.

bear Mrs. Brooks: 

I have received the recent recommendation made by the Coins and 
Medals Advisory Panel regarding the design of the 1^73 ARBC 
commemoratlve medal, In light of the suggestions offered on that 
subject by Dr. Richard P. McCormick (copy attached), and wish to 
report to you my findings. I should add parenthetically that, 
in addition to being a member of the Commission and of the 
Heritage '76 Program Committee, Dr. McCormick is a distinguished 
historian and scholar of national repute. 

While I respect the judgment and expertise of the members of the 
Advisory Panel, I have decided to recommend that the 1973 
commemorative medal follow as strictly as possible the description 
set forth by i)r. McCormick on page 2, second paragraph, of his 
letter. My feeling is that to h-ve accepted the Panel's advice 
and feature only Patrick Henry would have been injudicious and 
would have aroused a dangerous controversy within historical 

circles. I (< . t\ 2 «idaIs pre \ strl 

as much historical accuracy as possible, and so in tills instance 
I have boned to Dr. McCormick's judgment. 

I have, therefore, requested that, the American Heritage Publishing 
.Company, the organization with wMch the ARBC has an agreement to 
provide historical research material for the 1073 medal, be asked 
to forward promptly appropriate likenesses of Samuel Adams as well 
as^ Patrick Henry to the artist Dorman Rockwell. I note that rep¬ 
resentatives of the ARBC ..ill be meeting shortly with Mr. Rock 
and I trust that this turn of events will ho thoroughly explained 
to aim. 

I respectfully urge your concurrence in and support of my decision 
and look forward to hearing fre.. you at your earliest convenience.

MEMORANDUM FOR: Members, Coins and Medals Advisory Panel 


SUBJECT: Recommendation of Artists for ARBC Medals and Details 
of 1976 National Medals 


The purpose of this memorandum is to poll the Coins and Medals Advisory 
Panel on the question of artists for forthcoming ARBC commemorative medals, 
particularly the 1974 medal, and details of the 1976 National Medal. 

We would like you to submit the names of any artists you could recommend 
to design the 1974 medal, or any subsequent medals. The following is a 
brief review of the suggested subject matter of the annual medals: 

1974 - John Adams and the First Continental Congress 

1975 - Paul Revere and the Battle of Lexington and Concord 

1976 - Thomas Jefferson and the Declaration of Independence 

It would be most helpful if you would provide us with an address and a 
brief biography of each artist you propose. Any comments you may wish 
to make on the selection of the subject matter would be appreciated. 

Mr. William Louth, President of the Medalic Art Company, has recommended 
Eric Sloane for the 1974 medal. Andrew Wyeth stated to me last year that 
he might wish to do one of the medals. 

The attached questionnaire is a duplicate of the one distributed at the 
last Panel meeting. If you have not completed this questionnaire, please 
be so kind as to do so. I hope you will be able to respond promptly. 

A meeting will be scheduled for this and other matters if that seems 
desirable.
